THE "MAGNA CHARTA" AGAIN 


X FURTHER pemsal of the Congressional Record reveals 
** some more interesting data concerning the "Magna Charta" 
of which President Wilson spoke so eloquently to the laboring 
men of this country upon his return from Europe. 


It appears that in the original draft of the labor section of 


fhe treaty, framed by the International Labor Congress sitting 
in Congress, was a provision that the products of labor of chil- 
dren under 16 years of age would be prohibited from entering 
into international commerce. 


Great Britain, the great exponent of democracy which suc- 


ceeded in eliminating the human slavery, free speech and as- 
sembly and rights for seamen planks from the labor section, be- 
gan to get busy. Her reactionary representatives in the labor 
conference succeeded in getting the age limit changed to 14 
years. 


Then the labor section went -to the plenary council of the 


peace conference of which President Wilson was a member. 
Here the plank prohibiting the products of child labor of chil- 
dren under 14 years of age was eliminated from the treaty. And 
the president \vas in the council that took this action. 


Perhaps others can.explain the working of a mind that can 


call such an abomination as the labor section of the peace treaty 


•a ".Ma'.rr.a Charta." It is reactionary in every sense of the word 
and its purpose undoubtedly was to level American standards 
'-if labor down to the levels of Europe, 


No wonder Sam Gompers fought to get a provision into the 


labor section of the treaty providing that nothing in the section 
should bo construed to lower standards already attained in the 
United -States.
